. @f the lost causeway lies hidden, 

Scholarly study of old parch- 
ments confirms that the King 
travelled by a longer Inland 
route, leaving his convoy - to 
take the seaward short cut.

dle route which horsemen and 
‘wagon-drivers might have taken 
during autumnal gales. 

A youthful electrical scientist, 
George F. Tagg, uses an earth- 
tester to measure the electrical 
resistance of the soil. Firmer 
eoil gives a different reading 
from adjacent quicksands, Sys- 
tematic readings of the subsoil, 
he argues, would enable the 
wanished outlines of the cause- 
way to be proved.

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The baggage train of pack--

sor, the boy Henry II. There 
were jewelled sceptres and 
swords, great maces “with gold 
feet and hands,” crowns, wands 
and. hundreds of silver feasting 
cups. 

Receipts given’ by John to the 
monasteries also show that he 
had collected ‘sixteen staffs 
studded with’ precicus stones, a 
gold’. vessel ‘ornamented with 
pearls, the gift of the Popes a) 
gross of-richly jewelled goblets 
and chests packed with rarities 
each worth a king’s ransom in 
in modern sale rooms. 


Yet there is a theory that the 
King faked the accident after 
pawning the regalia with the 
money-lenders. Convinced that 
the valuables were safely stow- 
ed in a secret vault, one trea- 
sure hunter spent years explor- 
ing the dungeons and. secret 
passages of Rockingham Castle, 
Corfe Castle and elsewhere. 

In search of proof, the iKng’s 
tomb in Worcestor Cathedral 


‘was opened some years ago only 


to revedl that the King had 
been buried in a mortk’s cowl 
instead of a royal.diadem, as if 
proving that royal treasures had 
been lost. 


A gold coronet was once found 
during the sinking of a well 
almost at the site of today’s 
new treasure quest. The discov- 
ery of°“a helmet of gold sette 
with stones” and “bedes of sil- 
ver in a potte” are also recorded 
in ancient writings. 


Since King John's hoard was 
apparently lost, and not deli- 
berately concealed, it would not 
legally rank as treasure trove 
and could not be.confiscated by 
the Crown. 

Though salvage costs with 
mechanical dredgers and pump- 
ing machinery should be high, 
conservative estimates are that 
recovery of only part of the 
glittering cavalcade could yield 
$6,000,000. 

Hopemgmsoar as the quivering 
needles the electronic earth- 
tester indicate the soil “resist« 
ance of what may be the long- 
vanished causeway. 

After all, it’s fifty years since 
a man digging for clams in the 
mud hereabouts found “King 
John’s loving cup” and won 
world-wide attention. 

After cleaning, it seemed to 
be of silver with golden han- 
dles, marked with the apparent 
date 1162. Unluckily, the. cup 


was swiftly proved to be only” 


the broken base of an old-fash- 


joned brass oil-lamp. The date 


was merely the manufacturer’s 
pattern number!

Some Hard Facts 
About Arthritis 


For the 11 million Americans 
painfully afflicted with arthritis 
end its related rheumatoid dis- 
eases, there is temporary relief 
through powerful drugs—but no 
cure. Nor is there definite scien- 
tific knowledge as to what causes 
man's oldest physical affliction. 


This much the arthritis re- 
searchers do know: The blood 
of these sufferers contains a my- 
sterious “rheumatoid factor’ not 
found in normal blood or in the 
blood of people with other dis- 
@ases: Exactly what the factor 
is, however, still evades the 
scientists. 


Two investigators from the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research, Drs. Henry G. Kunkle~ 
and Edward... Franklin, recent- 
ly hit upon a significant new 
clue which may speed the dis- 
covery of the cause of these 
crippling diseases. Using an 
ultracentrifuge, they chemically 
isolated the “rheumatoid factor” 


- from the rest of the blood of 


these victims. While they have 
not yet “seen” this factor, they 
know that it: is much smaller 
than the polio virus, probably 
smaller than any known virus. 
“Because we know the size of 
this factor, the hunt for the 
cause of the disease is narrowed 
down,” Dr. Joseph J. Bunim, 
clinical director of the National 
Institute of Arthritis and Meta- 
bolic Diseases at Bethesda, Md., 
said last week , “The factor's size . 
indicates that might be an anti- 
body ((a disease-fighting mech- 
anism); it comes from the frac- 
tlon of the blood serum in which 
the antibodies reside. If it is an 
antibody, we may be able to 
tracé the antigen (a substance 
capable of causing an antibody | 
to form) which evokes the anti- 
body. The discovery gives us 
new insight into the cause of - 
the disease,” 


For the present, arthritis and 
rheumatism sufferers must con- 
tinue to rely for relief froin pain 
on the steroid’ hormones (ACTH, 
cortisone, prednisone, and pred« 
nisolone) and the synthetic chem- 
icals, The latest synthetics are 
Medrol (Upjohn), which went 
on the market three months ago, 
and Triancinolone (Lederle), not 
available to the public as yet. 
Both appear to be pain-relieving, 
with a minimum of side effects, 

Nevertheless, Dr. Bunim eme 
phasized last week, these anti- 
arthritic. remedies “should be 
given only under the most care- 
ful and conservative super- 
vision.” All the steroids found 
to date have  otential hazards 
and poSsibly serious side effects, 
Aspirin is still the remedy to use 
at first.

and struggled forward. 
At last, still elutching the 


‘precious bag, she stumbled into 


her office and collapsed. When a 
doctor examined her he found 


ee tiny puncture marks just above 


her right elbow. She had been 
attacked by a new type of pay 
grab bandit—he had jabbed her 
with a hypodermic syringe, 
hoping she would fall uncon- 
scious and drop the bag. 

That case, reported from East 
London, South Africa, reveals 
just one of the many evil uses 
to which drugs are being put 
today. And this trading in hu- 
man misery is on the increase 
all over the world. 

Aware of this; the United Na- 
tions Commission on Narcotics 
is now urging member govern- 
ments to increase penalties for 
those caught and convicted of 
drug . trafficking. The call for 
stricter penalties was initiated 
by France, Turkey, India. and 
Yugoslavia, countries that suf- 
fer much from the activities of 
ruthless dope merchants. 

In Turkey, recently, an Amer- 
ican’ Narcotics Bureau investi- 
gator posed as a wealthy Arab 
morphine buyer to help smash a 
powerful gang which had its 
own secret drug conversion la- 
boratory near Ushak. 

Here the gang’s chemists, 
working in a cellar, ‘converted 
raw opium into morphine base 
from which heroin could be 
produced. 

This was smuggled, at fantas- 
tic profits, via agents in Syria 
and Frahce, to meet teenage and 
other drug club needs in the 
United States. 

By devious means, the Amer- 
jean arranged a rendezvous with 
the gang’s leader. So completely 
was his confidence won—or his 
greed excited by the offer of 
60,000 Turkish pounds—that he 
consented, after due haggling, to 
part with sixty-six pounds of 
morphine base. 

But, coming out of the gang- 
sters’ lair and seeing the mor- 


phine package escorted to the. . 


car he was sharing with a dis- 
guised Turkish police agent, the 
American quickly sensed a dou- 
ble-cross in the air. 

A man with a‘ rifle stood by. 
About ten other figures lurked 
in the shadows. It was after 
midnight. The American thought 
quickly—and decided on a dou- 
ble-cross of his own. “Step in- 
side the car,” he told the gang's 
leader, “and we'll settle up.” As 
they got in, the engine roared 
into life and, driven by the dis- 
guised police agent, the car shot 
forward, 

The American crashed his fist 
into the drug carrier’s jaw. 

The armed thugs, taken by 
surprise, poured a fusillade of 
shots after the car. But the po- 
lice agents had their money in- 
tact, an unconscious smuggler, 
and a highly incriminating sam- 
ple of merchandise. 

Later, a strongly armed police 
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force raided the hide-out and 
seized 1,500 lb. of raw opium 
and 140 Ib..of morphine, an out- 
size haul. 

Criminal gangs use drugs not 
merely to debase addicts to their 
own great gain, but also to drag 
young and attractive girls down 
to their own leVels of depravity. 

A. notorioud white slave traf- 
ficker from Marseilles habitual- 
ly topred cabarets and bars-im 


, respectable quarters of the city, 


seeking likely looking girls. 

On spotting one, he used ail 
his guile to entice her to his 
fiat. And there told her: “My 
dear, you look tired. You must 
take one of my golden liqueur 
specials, You'll feel marvellous 
afterwards.” 

The drink he ‘poured out for 
her was heavily drugged. And 
when she came to, she wm the 
Mediterranean’s width away jn 
North Africa, in an establish.

When their -in- 
vestigations are complete they 
may know-+more about a racket 
through which a number of na- 
tive children have been mys- 
teriously spirited away. ° 

Egypt, for years a drug trtf- 
fickerliM™ paradise, now regards 
dope-dealing as a erime more 
serious than murder. At Alexan- 
dria, not long ago, six drug traf- 
fickers were sentenced to’ life 
imprisonment and fined $10,000. 

One of them, a_ caretaker, 
pleaded that his wage was only 
$*0 a month, and with a wife 
and five small children to keep 
he peddied hashish merely to 
make ends meet. The judge, 
however, rejected this ples the 
man, he said, was a trafficker in 
vile death. 

In some fast-living circdes in 
America, where wealthy clients 
or irresponsible teenagers seek 
spurious thrills, punch bowls 
full of morphine are carried 
round by robed attendants. 

This poison is not drunk; the 
attendant merely fills a syringe 
and helps each reveller, when 
asked, to ram home a “joy shot.” 

But these orgies, revolting in 
the extreme, are nothing to the 
final curtain which each person 
so addicted must take—a long- 
drawn agony of craving, pain 
and depravity. 

At the root of this evil are 
the well-financed dope gangs, 
known to Interpol and other in- 
ternational agencies, which use 
drugs to dope girls for the bas- 
est of purposes and spread ad- 
diction among curious, unbal- 
anced young people. 

Such gangs think nothing: of 


destroying life for their own 
profit.

While 
he came here as the featured 
convention speaker of the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federation, 
which approves his policies, he 
is, to another farm organization, 
anathema. The latter organiza- 
tion pictures him as a man bent 
on destroying the prosperity of 
agriculture.

Fuel Injection © 
On 1958 Cars 


Fuel injection will be avail- 
able on some 1958 cars, but there 
won’t be much talk about it. 

At last year’s introduction of 

1957 models, when horsepower 
was still a big selling point, fuel 
injection was one of the most 
talked about options b® firms 
who had it. When it came to buy- 
ing it, however, first it wasn’t 
available — then the “cost was 
staggering. 
Chevrolet and Pontiac's 
tem cost more than $400 when it 
nally got into production. Ram- 
bler’s system. was $395, but the 
Bendix Aviation

it into volume production.

Besides high price and pro-

Fuel injection is a méans — at. 
present rather complicated — of 
squirting a spray of gasoline di- 
tectly into the combustion cham- 
bers of an engine. The carbu- 
retor, on the other hand, mixes 
the fuel and air into vapor which 
is sucked into the engine, writes 
Everett G. Martin in The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

There is some fuel-saving ad- 
vantage to injection — about 10 


per cent — but the main selling . 


point is its increase of engine ef- 
ficiency ,mainly at high speeds. 
On the Pontiac, for instance, the 
addition of fuel injection raises 
the horsepower of an engine us- 
earburet- 
crs from 300 co 310. 

Chevrolet had originally in- 
tended its injection system to be 


used to get maximum, perform- { 


ance out of the Corvette in sports 
car races. An engineer said the 
decision to offer it on passenger 
cars caused difficulties in adapt- 
ing it so as to be efficient at low 
as well as high speeds. A sports 
car driver doesn’t mind engine 
roughness at low speeds; pleas- 
ure car drivers do. 

Chevrolet sold. 2,570 fuel in- 
jection units this year, but. get- 
ting servicemen trained to take 
care of them has been another 
problem. Edward N. Cole, Chev- 
rolet general manager, said it 
will be a long time before fuel 
injection will replace the carbu- 
retor. : 

After the decision to de-em- 
phasize speed and horsepower, 
there was: some talk of selling 
fvel injection on its gasoline- 
spving features. It’s difficult to 
make a case for this, however, 
when the high costs are kept in 
mind.

Russians Launch. 
Atomic Icebreaker- 


As the massive hull of the 
world’s first atomic surface ship 
slid itto the cold waters of Len- 
ingrad’s Neva River last month, 
the Russians proudly announced 
the long-awaited launching of 
their atomic icebreaker, the 
Lenin. The ship, Tass reported, 
displaces 16,000 tons (as op- 
posed to 8,625 for the U.S.’s 
largest | conventional icebreak- 
er), is capable of 19 knots in 
open water, and can crush its 
way through ice 6 feet thick. 
Powered by a_ high-pressure 
steam reactor, it “will be able 
to remain at sea for several 
months” without refueling. 

Some U.S. marine engineers 
feel that the Lenin’s enormous 
size and weight are due to Rus- 
sia’s more massive reactors. But 
whatever the reasons, the ice- 
bteaker has at least one omin- 
ous implication for the U.S. She 
is scheduled to make Antarctica 
a port of call in 1958. If she 
does, the Russians will have 
available the first real power 
source on the primitively equip- 
ped White Continent. Although 
the U.S. has a bill for a “nu- 
clear-powered icebreaking ves- 
sel” under study, it will not 
come up for discussion until 
Congress meets next year. 

The United States’ first. can- 
didate for a nuclear-powered 
surface vessel was beginning to 
take shape at the Bethlehem 
Steel Co.’s shipyards in Quincy, 
Mass. when Adm. Jerauld 
Wright, NATO's Supreme Allied 
Commander, Atlantic, was the 
principal speaker at the laying 
of the keel for the guided-mis- 
sile cruiser USS, Long Beach. 
When commissioned in 1961 the 
Long Beach will displace 14,000 
tons. For sailors used to. gun 
batteries and smokestacks—the 
Long Beach will have neither— 
she will present a startling sil- 
houette with her thick cylin- 
drical radar towers packed with 
the latest in detection and elec- 
tronic countermeasure devices.

Ancient Campsite 
Found In Canada 


Mankind lived in British Co- 
lumbia 8,150 years ago, thou- 
sands of years earlier than pre- 
known. This prehistoric 
record. has been established by 
radioactivity analysis of camp- 
fire ash found in a deep railway 
cutting 10 miles northeast of 
Yale, a little town 100 miles 
from Vancouver. 


’ 
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Carbon ash has been alalysed 
in many places in America and 
Mexico, but. nowhere @lse have 
such ancient remains been dis- 
covered. In British Columbia 
some deposits have been found 
at Locarno Beach, Vancouver, 
which are sdid to be 2,430 years 
old, and the famous Marpole 
Midden, perhaps the most exten- 
sive one in America, is date? as 
having been formed at the be- 
ginning of the Christian Era. 

\The race of men who formed, 
the Marpole Midden has not yet 
been identified, but the consen- 
sus is’that it preceded the an- 
cestors of the present Canadian 
Indians, : 

Dr. J.. K. McCallum of the 
University of Saskatchewan is 
the chemist who assigns the age 
to the carbon ash deposits. Var- 
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jous tests from different parts of (2 


coastal British Columbia show ‘ 
that man was active thereabouts 
from 1,580 to 2,450 years ago. 

As far as can be judged, the 
ancestors of the present Coast 
Salish Indians came down from 
the north about 650 years ago. 
Other tribes came down 1,000 
years earlier, then disappeared. 

At Point Roberts, a little point 
that juts out of British Colum- 
bia, there was a_ settlement 
1,580 years ago, and it is be- 
lieved that these people came 
from the south, probably from 
what is now California. 

Dr. Charles E, Borden, archae- 
ologist at the University of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and his assistant, 
Dr. William Matthews, are not 
disclosing the exact site of the 
recent discoveries. They wish 
to keep tourists and amateur 
collectors away until a thorough 
survey has been made, writes 
P, W. Luce in The Christian 
Science Monitor. 

The Yale site was exposed 
during railway construction, It 
has’ several layers separated 
from one another by sand of> 
various depths, and there is evi- 
dence of man living there at 
different periods separated by 
centuries, The bed of the Fra- 
ser River is now 50 feet below 
what is was millenniums ago, 
and this great drop has been 
considered in estimating the age 
of the deposits. 

Many stone scrapers, knives, 
hammers and primitive weapons 
have been picked up, but all in 
a broken condition. A ‘further 
exploration of the site is ex- 
pected to cost about $6,000. 

Dr. Borden has been active for 
years in preserving the historie 
Vancouver Marpole Midden, 
which was discovered in the 
early years of the century, and 
which is now almost entirely ab- 
sorbed by modern needs. A 
small parklike area has been re- 
served for archaéological re- 
search, but the lack of capital 
has handicapped development.

Too much fish or oily fish 


meal is very rarely the cause of- 


off-flavoured eggs because much 
larger quantities of fish oil and 
fish meal would have to be fed 
than is now included in laying 
rations.” Experimental work has 
shown that up to 20 per cent 
fish meal. had no effect on egg 
flavour. Nevertheless, fishy fla- 
vour in eggs does occur and is 
apparently due to some meta- 
bolic disturbance in the bird. 
Birds affected with this disorder 
have a distifict odour to their 
breath. Since removal of these 
birds from the flock is not prac- 
ticable, some “fishy” eggs will 
probably always appear on the 
market. : ;

In general, however, neither 
the bird nor its feed ‘is respons- 
ible for most off-flavoured eggs. 
The off-flavour is primarily be- 
cause eggs will take on odours 
and flavours when stored close 
to many strong smelling and oily 
materials. In addition, as eggs 
get stale, off-flavours seem to 
be accentuated so that stale eggs 


are frequently the cause of com- _ 


plaints about flavour.

A sidelight on egg production 
costs is reported from Experi- 
mental. Farm, 
PEI. With a flock of 2,195 
Leghorns average feed require- 
ments for 4,789 dozen eggs laid 
in December was 3.84 pounds 
per “dozen. -Under somewhat 
colder conditions in January the 
feed conversion was 4.32 pounds 
per dozen for 4,667 dozen eggs. 
With feed- at $88 per ton the 
average feed cost per dozen 
eggs was 16.9 cents in December, 
and 19.0 cents in January, a dif- 
ference of 2.1 cents per dozen.

The all-mash system of feed- 
ing lay:ng hens has advantages, 
the principal ones being that a 
feeder knows the actual level of 
the various nutrients his birds 
are consuming.

Under the 
conditions of this experiment 
the extra cost and labour in- 
volved in adding grit to an all- 
mash ration was not justified.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Motiva- 
tional Research—also known as 
psychological merchandising — 
may soon be used by churches 
to bring more people to worship, 

According to the Rev. Stanley 
G. Matthews, public relations di- 
rector of the Religion in Amerl- 
can Life Program: 

“We are not satisfied with the 
usual answers people give to the 
poll-takers asking about worship 
attendance. We want the real 
reasons why 48 million attend 
and 56 million don’t. We need a 
new technique for finding out.” 

This technique of getting to 
hidden fears and needs belongs 
to MR. It has already proved 
successful in probing the con- 


sumer’s mind to boost commodity * 


sales. And it may be able to do 
the same job for the churches— 
once a few matters are cleared 
up. 
First on the list of problems is 
money. A ‘full-scale depth probe 
will cost about $50,000. 

“This is no project to be car- 
ried out by part-time poll-takers 
making extra money,” according 
to Daniel Yankelovich, whose 
firm of Nowland & Co. may get 
the job to divine public feeling 
abgut worship. 

“This kind of work requires 
highly trained psychologists and 
interviewers who will spend at 


‘Jeast three hours with a subject,” 


Yankelovich said. 

He explained that depth inter- 
viewing is a five-part technique. 
There are direct questions fol- 
lowed by systematic exploration 
of each answer, reconciliation of 
inconsistencies between the two, 
followed by psychological tests 
and analyzed at the end of each 
day’s probing. 

“No two days of interviewing 
are alike.’ he said. “We change 
the approach and emphasis ac- 
cording to what we learn as we 
go along. The result is a full pro- 
file of all the deep feelings.” 

It is this result which presents 
the church people with their sec- 
ond major problem: morality. 

Is it moral, religious institu- 
tions ask themselves, to manipu- 
late people by putting the finger 
on exposed needs and fears? 

While some of the 56. million 
non-church-goers claim this is 
what churches have been doing 
for years, Yankelovich answers 
the question in a different way. 

“Think of it in terms of com- 
munication,” he said. ‘“Motiva- 
tional Research has been able to 
provide consumers with a way 
to express their needs to manu- 
facturers, 
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. » in new packaging.”

“Certainly some manufacturers 
use this information to manipu- 
late their consumers, But it 


* works only once because, people 


won't buy the product again 
after a disappointment. We have 
done some complete market and 
motivational research where we 
later told our clients to get out 
of the business.” 

But counselling, according to 
the Rev. Mr. Matthews, is not 
what his organization wants. 
The Religion in American Life 
Program has 70 members from 
all faiths and is backed by 24 
national religious groups. 

“All we want from this kind 
of research,” the Rev. Mr. Mat- 
thews sai“, “are the findings.” 

Doe. .ais mean that churches 
may -change if popular feeling 
calls for it? 

“Our members,” he said, “will 
use the facts as they see fit. But 
one thing is certain: in the jet 
age, wé must bring our message 
—whatever it is—in new pack- 
aging.”

No healthy person wants te 
be continually alone, shut off 
from others. Solitary confine- 
ment is a dreaded penalty for 
prisoners. The human spirit cries 
out for fellowship. This is evl- 
dent from the many clubs and 
associations in society. 

There has never been a more 
delightful and unselfish fellow- 
ship than that which character- 
‘ized the early church, “They, 
continuing daily with one accoré 
in ‘the temple, and breaki 
bread,from house to house, aid 
eat their meat with gladness 
and singleness of heart.” When 
financial need arose for some 
who had remained at Jerusalem 
longer than they intended, some 
even sold their property that all 
might have a share of the neces- 
sities of life. The widows of the 
Grecian Jews..were cared for 
when the need arose? But the 
fellowship did not exist simply 
to protect or advance their own 
interests. They were witne 
to tell others of Jesus rist 
that they, tov, might -share-tie 
joys of sins forgiven. The fel- 
lowship that is doing something 
worthwhile for others is always 
the happiest. 

Paul emphasizes this outlook 
in such-statements as, “We then 
that are strong ought to bear 
the infirmities of the weak,” ‘and, 
“Let every one please his ncigh- 
bor for his good to edification.” 
Note that we are not urged te 
be ‘men-pleasers’ but to please 
our neighbor for his good. The 
morally weak often want what is 
not for their good. We are not te 
be a party to their further 
failure. \ 

The Christian spirit makes for 
good fellowship. The Christian 
is kind and forgiving. He holds 
no grudges or spite. He does not 
tell smutty stories, What he says 
and does has an influence for 
good. When this spirit prevails 
amonz nations there will be a 
differcnt atmosphere. Fear, hat- 
réd and suspicion will die.

“Time for lunch!” announced 
Rangi. We dodged among the 
geysers, fumaroles, mudholes, 
and drifting clouds of steam 
where Rangi fished the corn cobs 
from the hot rock pool, done to 
perfection. 

The boiled corn-on-the-cob 
was succulent.

- It 
was introduced by the pakehas, 
as “Indian corn” from America, 
but is nowadays a hot favorite 
among the Maoris. 

When .Rangi’s ancestors ar- 
rived in the Land of the Long 
White Cloud, they brought. cut- 
tings of Kumara (sweet pota- 
toes) with them, which they 
planted in gardens tilled with 
wooden spades. They ate fish and

shoots, and the pith of tree ferns.

Bookworm Became 
Master Forger 


Thomas J. Wise was a master 
forger. But he nev - come in 
the dock of a criminal court. 
Throughout a long life he 
achieved international fame and 
made a fortune as the greatest 
authority on rare’ books and 
pamphlets of his ‘time. 

He belonged to learned socie- - 
ties, hobnobbed’ with great schol- 
ars and American millionaires. 
Oxford University conferred up- 
on him the rare distinction of 
an honorary degree of Master of 
Arts, and the equally rare dis- 
tinction n honorary fellow- 
ship of Worcester College, 

Only when he had reached the 
peak of his fame were the sys~ 
tematic frauds revealed which’ 
toppled Thomas J. Wise: off his 
high pedestal. 

How did his amazing career of 
crime begin? 

In 1885 a society was formed 
in memory of’ the poet Shelley. 
Its members included some of 
the most celebrated literary men 
of the day, and there was only 
one who had no. claim to dis- 
tinction, 

This exception was a chubby, 
ruddy-faced man of twenty-five 
Tom Wise, a city oil merchant's 
clerk, Though obscure and in 
trade, young Wise showed a tre- 
mendous interest in the Shelley 
Society and very soon took a 
leading part in the preparation 
of famsimile copies of Shelley 
pamphlets for members. 

Such “copies” have a_ senti- 
mental interest for the admirers 
of a famous poet, but no com- 
mercial Value, And the fact that 
they are only copies is stated on 
them. 

Tom Wise hit upon a billiant 
scheme which side-stepped the 
problems of imitating a rare 
existing pamphlet, by manufac- 
turing a new one with a faked 
ate. ay 
Thus a forged pamphlet eould 
not be compared by the expert 
with any original, since no or- 
iginal existed. And there was 
a very real financial advantage 
if the swindle was worked clev- 
erly. 

Here is an example of how, 
when he had become rich and 
famous as the greatest authority 
on rare books and the builder 
of one of the finest private li- 
braries inthe world, Thomas 
Wise, M.A.\\was carrying on se- 
cret deals in faked nineteenth- 
century pamphlets. 

When the Invalid Elizabeth 
Barrett was being courted by 
Robert Browning before their 
run-awaygmarriage, she wrote a 
series of Deautiful love sonnets 
to him. They were , published 
in 1850 and became a valuable 
first edition. 

But Wise had the love sonnets 
printed in a pamphlet dated 
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1847. The value of-the first edi- 
tion was thus destroyed and his 
own. pamphlet greatly increased 


in value. No one, of - course, 
suspected the great Wise of 
fraud! 


In the early and middle nine- 
teenth century there was a gold- 
mine for the forger who could 
hoodwink the American collec- 
tor. - Wise, secure in his place 
as a leading expert, and by now 
a wedlthy man, had easy pick- 
ings to placate his greed for vet 
more money. 

So, great was his authority 
that no one ever questioned a 
pamphlet or rare book if Wise 
endorsed it as genuine. One 
American banker, Mr. J. H. 
Wrenn, invested in Wise’s faked 
pamphlets on a large scale, 
thousands of pounds changing 
hands. 

Though the main bulk of 
Wise’s frauds were of faked 
nineteenth -century pamphlets, 
once, at least, he faked a com- 
plete book. 


In 1887 there appeared a new 
edition of Shelley’s peems edit- 
ed by Charles Alfred Seymour, 
member of the Philadelphia His- 
torical Society. Thirty copies, 
for private circulation only. 

What could make a more di- 
rect appeal to the rich Ameri- 
can collector? The thirty copies 
soon found purchasers at fancy 
prices and went on to the book- 
shelves of famous American li- 
braries. 

An additional bait for the rich 
buyer was a number of love 
sonnets written by Shelley for 
his first wife, Harriet, and nev- 
er intended to be seen by other 
eyes. 

Where did Thomas Wise come 
in on this fraud? The answer 
is simple. He took the name 
Charles Alfred Seymour and in- 
vented the Philadelphia Histori- 
cal Society, 

Another method used by Wise 
Was to buy at auction the letters 
of the famous dead and from 
them have printed fraudulent 
pamphlets appropriately pre- 
dated to deceive. 

Strangely enough, Wise was a 
fraud and genuine at the same 
time, iad 

For example, he “veally loved 
rare and beautiful books. In hic 
home on Crouch Hill, North 
London, he had built up a mag- 
nificent library hamed after the 
road in which he lived, the Ash- 
ley Library. 

He permitted no fakes to go 
on to his own bookshelves, and 
when he riade a catalogue of 
this great library it ran to ele- 
ven volumes, beautifully. illus- 
trated and with notes @n each 
item revaling Wise’s vast know- 
ledge of his subject. 

And yet this was the man who 
also trafficked for years in forg- 
eries and fraudulent pamphlets! 
Today, the Ashley Library is in 
the British Museum. It was 
bought from Wise’s family for 
$180,000. 

Wise was unmasked, with po- 
etic justice, by men in the trade 
he had for so long swindled, two 
clever antique booksellers. 

For some time, here and there, 
experts had begun to have their 
aupsicions of Wise. It seemed 
that so often rare pamphlets 
emanated from him. Then, again, 
when questioned, he was invari- 
ably, though plausible, peculj- 
arly cagey. 

These two astute men, John 
Carter and Graham Pollard, 
were no-doubt aware of one of 
Wise’s tricks, and a verv, clever 
one it was. 

This was to get two booksel- 
lers to bid for one of his own 
faked pamphlets put up for euc- 
tion. The two booksellers would 
be entirely unaware that they 
were bidding for the same 
client, and so the bidding would 
go up to the limit set them by 
Wise. 

A worthless fraudulent pamph- 
let would be sold for $150 or 
more, 

But, it\may be said, Wise him- 
self wasforcing up the price of 
his own trash and paying for it, 
too! True, he was, but “This 
particular item,” he could truth- 
fully gay to his rich customer, 
“fetched $150‘only last week at 
auction.” 

In this way he would unload a 
number of copies, each one, it 
has been. reckoned, seldom cost- 
ing him more than fifty cents.

How Can !?

Q How can I mend worn or 
torn galoshes? 


A. Use black or tan adhesive 
tape as a mending tissue. It is 
easy to apply and will hold 
securely if the- work is care- 
fully done. 


Q. How can I remove ink spots 
; r? 


A. By applsing a solution of 
muriate of tin with a soft brush. 
When the stain disappears, 
rinse, and then dry the paper 
carefully. 


Q. How can I smooth a scuf- 
fed place in the leather of a 
shoe? 

A When you discover a piece 
of loose leather on a scuffed 
shoe, do not tear it off. Apply a: 
little liquid nail E erarage paste it 
down securely, shine the shoe, 
end the place will never be no- 
ficeable. 


Q. When separating yolks from 
whites of eggs, and a part of 
the :yolk is dropped into the 
white, how can I remove it? 

A. Moisten a cloth with cold 
water, touch to the yolk, and it 
will adhere to it. 


Q. How can I remove black- 
heads from the face? 

A. Try washing the face sev- 
eral times a day with warm 
water and castile soap. Rinse in 
cold water. 


Q. How can I remove ink 
spots from wall paper? 

A. Mest ink spots can be re- 
“loved Jruui-wall paper by ‘ap- 
plying a weak solution of water 
and oxalic acid. It should be ap- 
plied with a paint brush and 
pressed with blotting paper, as 
the acid might affect the colour 
of the paper. It may be neces- 
sary to repeat this process a 
second or third time,

All of the elements of a sound, 
progressive economy exist. They 
do not require creation. We 
have consumers, They have jobs 
and steady income, The govern- 
ment is actively’spending in the 
economy. 

The only thing missing — a 
consumer's willingness to spend: 
-—- has been repeatedly beaten 
down, by businessmen, econom- 
ists, and politicians —- each for 
their own reasons — by high 
prices and forecasts foreboding 
about the economy. 

Politicians — always eager to 
upset a balance if such an up- 
set would help their side — have 
complicated the problem by 
talking about a depression which 
doesn’t exist. 

Yes, at times, keeping a teet- 
erboard in balance looks decep- 
tively easy. Ask any boy expert.

That Keeps Track Of The Sputniks

The $2,500,000 radio telescope 
at Jodrell Bank, which is the 


4. largest of its kind in the world, 


pte 


is using a $15 ex-Army radar 
transmitter in tracking the Rus- 
sian satellites in outer space. 


“I bought the transmitter ‘is 
Army surplus in 1945,” Prof, 
Bernard Lovell, the radio-astron- 
omer in charge of the giant tele- 
acope, told me, “I picked it up 


for only five guineas, which 
would be about $15 in your 
money.” 

Hitching a piece of scrap 


equipment to a $1,00,000 pre- 
cision instrument which would 
make a magnificent plaything 
for the gods is entirely in keep- 
ing with the British “make-do” 
tradition in science. 


In fact, the machinery which 
tilts the 800-ton reflecting dish 
of the telescope was salvaged 
from the scrapped British battle- 
ships HMS Royal Sovereign and 
Revenge, 


I had no sooner. recovered 
’ from the shock of the $15 radar 
transmitter, however, than Lovell 
sprang his second surprise. 


“Of course, the satellites have 
completely wrecked my priority 
research program,” he remarked 
quite casually. “They have set 
my work back months.” 

I had expected to find a scien- 
tist hollow-eyed from lack of 
sleep, but elated over the success 
of his telescope brain-child. 

Instead, I found a mild-man- 
nered man of 44 who looked re- 
miarkably fit (Lovell captains 
his local village cricket team), 


is a sort of moon landscape dot- 


ted with radar aerials that gy- . 


rate like wind vanes. Instead of 
hot-houses for rare tropical 
blopbms there are huts in which 
the nervous heart-beats of the 
universe are recorded by a stylus 
and by a green squiggle. on a 
radar screen, : 

The radio-telescope was switch- 
ed on for the first time last Aug. 
4 and was still being. broken in 
when Sputnik I burst upon the 
scene. Immediately the British 
public clamored for the telescope 
to be used in tracking the satel- 
lite. Lovell was faced with a 
dramatic decision. 


Satellité-tracking is not part 
of the telescope’s normal job. 
Normally it acts only as a re- 
ceiver, picking up radio waves 
from outer space with its aerial, 
which sticks out of the centre of 
the reflecting dish like a stamen 
from the heart of a flower. 


When the aerial is pointed to 
a star, the radio waves emitted 


by the star are collected on the- 


metal surface of the reflecting 
dish and focused onto the aerial. 
The telescope can operate at any 
wave length from 10 meters to 
the important 21 centimeter 


wave-~-band, which is the signa- - 


ture tune of interstellar gas. 


But the telescope can-also act 
as a transmitter, and as such, 


becomes the biggest steerable 


radar set in the world. It is as a 
transmitter using radio. .echo 
equipment that the telescope 
tracks satellites, being able to 
pick up an object the size of 
an aircraft as far away as the 
moon, 


In consenting to switch over to 
satellite tracking, Lovell ran the 
risk of damaging the instrument,

but. who was anything but-hap- 
py—a reluctant “boffin”, if ever 
there was one.

That was 
only a minor part of its job, 
which is to explore the limits of 
the universe, 

_ “But now,” he shrugged his 
shoulders resignedly, “we've had 
to switch over to satellite-track- 
ing in order to gatisfy public 
curiosity.” ‘ 

Prof. Lovell is the world’s first 

professor of radio~ astronomy,

Sputnik I for the first time on 
Oct. 12 at 10.54 p.m., an event 
which was hailed with mild 
“Eurekas” from the thick-sweat- 
ered. scientists who clustered 
around the radar recording ma- 
chine drinking cocoa. 

Not until early December will 
the Jodrell Bank telescope come 
fully into its own. It will then 
be the world’s most accurate in- 
etrument for supplying informa- 
tion in which the scientists are 
keenly interested: the behaviour 
of the eatellites as they enter 
the earth’s atmosphere. 


Jodrell Bank scientists have 
epent years in studying the dis- 
integration of bodies moving 
through the earth’s atmosphere,
